At last report, the Reagan 
campaign was $700,000 in debt despite 
contributions estimated at $280,000 a 
week 


The first Reagan victory was more 
conclusive than Ford s initial win just a 
month ago in New Hampshire 
The 


Californian won 52 to 46 per cent in North 
Carolina, with 2 per cent voting “ No 
Preference.” 


Ford took the Feb. 24 primary in New 
Hampshire 51 to 49 per cent. Ford s 
North Carrolina loss was the first suf­ 
fered by a president seeking election, or 
expected to do so. since Sen. Estes 
Kefauver beat Harry Truman in the 1952 
New Hampshire primary.

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District last night received petitions 
with signatures of 4.202 persons opposing 
th** school closures, listened to four 
hours of testimony- largely critical of 
their position, and then declined to act to 
delay closing two schools 
An estimated 2(k) persons were on hand 
in La Honda School when hoard president 
(iatl Steiger gaveled the meeting to 
order Facing the audience of parents and 
school personnel were all five trustees. 
Supt 
Clarence Bloom 
both assistant 
superintendents and other staff 
members 
The meeting s business began with a 
!5-mmute-long statement by trustee 
Karl Braun 
explaining the philosophy 
behind the board s action in closing two 
schools in the fall, and ended for all prat 
tical purposes when the board dei lined 
to act on an appeal bv a parents group, 
“ Save Our Schools “ SOS asked the 
hoard to delay dosing Miguelito and La 
Mesa s< bools for a year and to appoint a 
Citizens' Advisory Committee ‘to assist 
in the solution of spenal problems and to 
participate in the general guidance of 
our educational system ” 
Th** two requests were at the end of a 
written presentation that included a list 
of critic isms of the school board’s action 
in ordering the* two schools closed in the 
tai!

Trustees in closure statement 


In a major statement to the public last 
night on school closures, Lompoc Cnified 
School District Hoard of Trustees, ex­ 
plained the philosophy behind their deci­ 
sion to close two elementary schools 


Trustee Earl Braun read the state­ 
ment, spelling out th** concern for the 
financial uncertainties that lav ahead 
Irater, Braun said it was a statement 
representing th** position of the entire 
board and not his alone 


The Lompoc I nilled School District 
has lost more than 3.001) element ary age 
pupils in an era of rapid inflation, 
diminishing financial resources, and con­ 
tinued maturity of its instructional staff 
with attendant salary increases 
th** 
hoard said 
‘The board is publicly com­ 
mitted to placing the brakes on the rising 
costs of education 
.while* at the same 
tim** 
improving 
educational 
oppor­ 


tunities and the quality of instruction ” 
The board discussed the alternatives to 
s< h*x»l closures, cutting of quality; the 
use of reserve funds or one-time-only 
monies; cutting back on programs; the 
cutting back of secondary school 
athletics and extra curricular activities; 
and the enlarging of classi s by raising 
the student-teacher ratios 
All th** alternatives were deemed un­ 
satisfactory as was a proposal to close 
the two junior high schools Under the 
latter proposals, the present three tier 
system 
elementary, junior high and 
high school would be replaced by a dif- 
lerent combination of grade levels 


"131** board also said it was unrealistic 
to expect th** staff to go into the new 
school year foregoing salaiv raises 


Th** board also pointed to the uncer­ 
tainties ahead in th** new collective 


bargaining procedures. 
The board told of real and implied 
threats to federal funding, defended the 
level of reserve funds as necessary 
because of Hie mechanics of cash flow 
and declared “ The bulk of the district s 
schools were built and equipped in th** 
earlv and mid-sixties 
As they grow 
older buildings and equipment demand 
increased upkeep and replacement 
lf 
one-time-onlv m o n ie s are not used for 
this purpose, there will be* either a heavy 
drain on the annual operating budget and 
tax rate or there will tx* a yearly decline 
in the quality of educational environment 
and programs ’ 
The board wound down its statement 
with this 
Each of us gave our decision 
of Feb 3 hours of personal considera 
hon and as members of the board of 
trustees we stand ready to be held ac 
countable for all of our decisions

The bill (SBI3841, which 
would have required deposits 
up to a nickle on beverage cans 
and bottles, was rejected Tues­ 
day on a 4-4 vote in its first 
committee test 
The author,

sion to have the vote reconsid­ 
ered later, perhaps when a

Similar measures have been 
defeated in the legislature in 
the past under strong opposition

The Rains proposal would 
require consumers to pay two

L O N D O N ( U P I) - Field 
Marshal Viscount Montgomery, 
whose victory at E l A langin in 
North Africa was heralded as 
the turning point for Britain in 
World War II. died today at his 
home He was 88 


Montgomery — or 'M onty” 
as he was known to the dusty 
'Desert Rats 
he commanded 
in the North Africa campaign - 
served in the British Arm y for 
half a century 


He retired in 1958. ending a 
career as Britain’s best known 
m ilitary leader in m odern 
times 


The Defense M inistry said he 
will be buried at Windsor, 27 
miles west of London, with full 
military honors. 
Funeral arrangements were 
not immediately known 


The outspoken commander 
m ade the ‘ M o n ty ” im age 
fam ous w orldw ide, touring 
battlefront 
positions wearing 
corduroy trousers and an old 
battle jacket with a turtleneck 
sweater poking below its waist 
He served at Dunkirk, but it

He rid himself of some players he inherited who would 
not contribute to the unselfish style of play he demands, it 
is the unselfish style that so characterized him as a player 
with the Boston Celtics and helped make him the most 
dominant athlete in any team sport in American history 
The Celtics won ll world championships in the 13 years he

\nd this from a guy who could not make his high school 
team until his senior year 
After a loss Russell does not punch lockers, as do some 
ct his < olleague* ll* is worldly enough to elicit a laugh if

Ronald Reagan, it would appear, has 
lost his fight for the Presidential 
nomination It seems clear that he lost it 
for two reasons, not necessarily in order 
of importance I) The incumbent Presi­ 
dent. for all his seeming fragility, is as 
hard to tumble as an Egyptian pyramid.

Bear in mind that 
Reagan did much bet­ 
ter against Ford than 
Eugene McCarthy did 
against 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
Even so, 
Reagan has not done 
well enough to secure 
his own nomination 
nor is it by any means 
obvious that Eugene 
McCarthy could have secured his against 
the massed might of President Johnson. 


After JIL when the confrontation came 
— on the issue of the nomination of 
Hubert Humphrey, Johnson’s man — 
Johnson won And it seems in retrospect 
clear that Humphrey did better against 
Nixon than Eugene McCarthy, or even 
Bobby Kennedy, would have done. 


Governor Reagan is a very unusual 
man in politics. He truly concerns 
himself with the problems he has been 
instrumental in causing his own sup­ 
porters It was so in 1968 when, arriving 
in Miami, he announced his candidacy 
for the presidency He did not believe he 
had a chance to get the nomination But 
by that time his friends made it clear to 
him that they felt he owned them a race, 
even in the two or three days left before 
the balloting His friends, who have in­ 
vested time and effort in Reagan's 
behalf in the forth-coming primaries, are 
urging him to continue in the campaign 
Their vote counts with Reagan 


There are several reasons for doing so 
that go beyond the kind of forcefulness 
for which Mr Reagan is well known One 
is the continuing attention given to his 
criticisms of the Ford Administration 
The newspapers of America have an in­ 
teresting tic If John Milton appeared in 
New York at Hunter College Playhouse 
and recited the Areopagitica. he would 
not be noticed 
If he announced that 
morning that he was running for presi­ 
dent of the City Council, he would be 
given coverage if he read from last 
week s funny papers 


Reagan's signal victory, viewing his 
race ideologically, has been his forcing 
President Ford to move toward, rather 
than away from. Reagan For all the talk 
about Reagan being an extremist, it re­ 
mains that Gerald Ford found very little 
to criticize in Reagan s stated positions, 
relying more comfortably on the night­ 
mare of the boogeyman, a ghostly 
scarecrow stuffed with Stewart Spencer 
who would take away your Social 
Security, and open the dams on the Ten­ 
nessee Valiev 


There are many weeks left before the 
campaign is officially over and during 
those weeks Reagan can hone his 
criticisms of Mr Ford, and Mr Ford 
will probably not undertake to repudiate 
Reagan either personally or ideological­ 
ly He needs Reagan now much more 
than Reagan needs Ford, which is the 
paradox of Mr Ford’s victory 


The question of the Vice Presidency of 
course will loom large It is invariable 
protocol that one does not mention the 
number two spot on the grounds that it 
is demoralizing to your workers In fact, 
Mr Reagan would make a splendid Vice 
President We know from the most riF 
cent experience with Spiro Agnew that a 
Vice President need not recede into an- 
nonymity Agnew made himself the se­ 
cond most popular political figure in the 
land in virtue of a series of direct 
speeches that told seanng truths about 
matters of great public concern If it 
should happen, in Kansas City in August, 
that the Party wished to launch into the 
Vice Presidency a conservative with a 
great gift for advocacy, it would urge on 
Mr Ford either Reagan or John Clinal* 
ly 
Reagan, the regular and former 
Republican Governor of a Democratic 
state is the preferable candidate 


But between now and then, a great 
reconciliation must take place And it is, 
of course on the issue of foreign policy 
Reagan cannot be Vice President in 
Charge of Defending Detente He is not 
good at it and it is not good for him And 
Ford will have to learn that the way to 
repeal detente is not by semantic 
legerdemain On this point Mr Reagan 
will have to win — and probably will 
And his selection as Vice President 
might be the most candid way in which 
Mr Ford can phrase his capitulation
